— An ad­ 
dress to the country setting forth the 
attitude of parliament on the agrarian 
question and the reasons for the de­

an emasculated 
form, with changes 
designed to minimize the revolution­ 
ary features of the document as an ap­ 
peal to the people against the govern­ 
ment, and to shift the emphasis to a 
note of pacification, In which the peas­ 
antry are exhorted to refrain from ex­ 
cesses and violence, and to await par­ 
liament’s decision in the matter. 
The vote was taken at the close of 
a sitting that lasted continuously for 
twelve hours, in which it seemed prob­ 
able that the address would be reject­ 
ed entirely by the combined votes of 
the right and left wings of the house 
against the irresolute center party. The 
address was only saved from this fate 
by the abstention from voting of 101 
members of the Group of Toil and 
sympathizers with that faction, who fa­ 
vored a more radical measure. There 
were only 124 votes, all Constitutional 
Democrats, for the address

Count Hayden and Michael Stakovieh, 
a marshal of the nobility, and other 
members of the right, with a few ex­ 
tremists from the Socialist camp. 
The session, which was a stormy 
one, was marked at one time by the 
withdrawal of the entire Group of Toil 
as a protest against the “reactionary” 
attitude of the majority.
